When the Japanese 
admiral landed on the wharf he re¬ 
marked to one of the officials that he 
was surprised to find that Vancouver 
had so many Customs Houses. His 
very natural error was due to the fact 
that many large buildings, along the 
waterfront were flying the Canadian 
Ensign instead of the Union Jack. The 
Canadian Ensign can only be flown qn 
land by Customs Houses. Canada A 
no longer in the pioneer stage and as 
a nation of no mean prestige since the 
war it is our duty to observe the nice¬ 
ties of national and international eti¬ 
quette. The stranger within our gates 
does not fail to mark any carelessness 
in the matter of etiquette and is apt 
to publish it abroad that we are a 
boorish people, uncouth and unrefined

ALBERTA’S WEED PROBLEM 


Alberta has reached the stage in her 
development agriculturally at which 
problems demanding serious consider¬ 
ation and action arise. One of the 
-gravest with which we are today faced 
is the oontrol of noxious weeds. It 
would be idle to point out the serious 
loss incurred by the presence of weeds 
on the noxious list in any particular 
locality; it has been the unhappy ex¬ 
perience of a good many farmers to 
realize that weeds mean lost time and 
money. Some of the older provinces 
of the Dominion and several of the 
States to the South of us suffer an 
annual cut in production running intp 
hundreds of thousands of dollars sole¬ 
ly on account of the prevalence of 
certain weeds. The situation in Al¬ 
berta, if we are to escape the lot of 
other localities, calls for immediate 
action. Last year the Dept, of Agri¬ 
culture inaugurated a vigorous policy 
of co-operation with municipal coun¬ 
cils and education among the farmers 
themselves. Seventeen Field Super¬

The 
aims of the policy are worthy of the 
support of every^ council and every 
farmer in the distinct. It is urged that 
the Field Supervisors working in this 
territory be given hearty co-operation.

THE AIR FORCE CLUB PLAN 


Air Force Club of British Columbia 
has a plan that will afford air protec¬ 
tion for this country at minimum cost. 
It is a plan that both Federal and Pro¬ 
vincial Governments should back and 
encourage in every possible way. That 
plan is briefly this: That a Reserve 
Air Arm be formed to supplement the 
existing Royal Canadian Air Force. 
That the personnel of such a reserve 
be drawn from the membership of ac¬ 
credited Air Force clubs in each prov¬ 
ince. That the training of such per¬ 
sonnel be done at the existing R.C.A. 
F. stations and under the supervision 
of officers of the R.C.A.F. That sup¬ 
plementary equipment be supplied to 
each R.C.A.F. station to make such 
training possible, due consideration 
being given to the physical require¬ 
ments of eacli'locality. There are hun¬ 
dreds of young fellows scattered over 
the Dominion who would give 
their back teeth to fly. Under the 
above method, there would, in time, be 
at least 500 available pilots right on 
the job in case of trouble. It is an 
easy matter, by mass production, to 
Vush out hundreds pf airplanes in the 
event of sudden war. But mass pro¬ 
duction will not produce pilots. This 
suggested arrangement will give Can¬ 
ada the basis of a real active air force, 
maximum defense at minimum cost. 
It must be supported. 


J. H. Harrow was appointed weed 
inspector for Dinton Municipality for 
the ensuing season and will endeavor 
to see that the noxious weeds act is 
fully ehforced as the weed menace in 
some districts is quite alarming.

Through the courtesy of Robert Dun- 
can& Company, Booksellers, Hamilton 
Ontario, who have preserved it in 
printed form, we are privileged to re¬ 
produce the document herewith. 

“I, Charles Lounsbury, (being of 
sound mind and disposing memory, do 
hereby make and publish this, ray last 
will and testament, in order as justly 
as may be to distribute my interest in 
the world among succeeding men. 

That part of my interest which is 
known in law and recognized in the 
sheep-bound volumes as my property, 
being inconsiderable and of no account 
I make no disposal of this in my will. 

My right to live, being but a life 
estate, is not at my disposal, but these 
things excepted all else in the world, 

I now proceed to devise and bequeath: 

“Item: I give to good fathers and 
mothers, in trust for their children, 
all good little words of praise and en¬ 
couragement,and all quaint pet names 
and endearments, and I charge such 
parents to use them justly and gener¬ 
ously as the needs of their children 
may require. 

“Item: I leave to children inclusive¬ 
ly, but only for the term of their 
childhood, all and every, the flowers of 
the fields, and the blossoms of tlje 
woods, with the right to play among 
them freely, according to the customs 
of children, warning them at the same 
time against thistles and thorns. And 
I devise t6 the children the banks of 
the brooks, and the golden sands be¬ 
neath the waters thereof, and the 
odors of the willows that dip therein, 
and the white clouds that float high 
over the giant trees. And I leave the 
children the long, long days to be mer¬ 
ry in, in a thousand ways, and the 
night and the moon and the train of 
the Milky Way to wonder at, but sub¬ 
ject nevertheless to the rights herein¬ 
after given to lovers. 

“Item: I devise to boys jointly all 
the useful idle fields and commons 
where ball may be played; all pleasant 
waters where one may swim; all snow- 
clad hills where one may coast, and all 
streams and ponds where one may 
fish, or wfitHe, when grim winter 
comes, one may skate; to have and to 
hold the same for the period of their 
boyhood. And all meadows with the 
clover blossoms and butterflies thereof 
the woods and appurtenances, the 
squirrels and birds, and echoes and 
strange noises, and all distant places 
which may be visited, together with 
the adventures there found. And I 
give to said boys each his own place 
at the fireside at night, with all pic¬ 
tures that may be seen in the burn¬ 
ing wood to enjoy without let or hin¬ 
drance and without any encumbrance | 
of care. 

“Item: To lovers, I devise their 
imaginary world, with whatever they 
may need; as the stars of the sky, the 
red roses by the wall; the bloom of 
the hawthorn; the sweet strain of mu¬ 
sic, and aught else by which they may 
desire to figure out to each other the 
lastingness and beauty of their love. 

“Item: To young men jointly, I de¬ 
vise and bequeath all boisterous, in¬ 
spiring sports of rivalry, and I give to 
them the disdain of weakness and un¬ 
daunted confidence in their strength, 
though they are rude; I give them the 
power to make lasting friendships and 
of possessing companions, and to thorn 
exclusively I give all merry songs and 
brave choruses, to sing with lusty 
voices. 

“Item: And to those who are no 
longer youths or children .or lovers, I 
leave memory, and I bequeath to them 
the volumes of the poems of Burns 
and Shakespeare, and of other poets if 
there be others, to the end that they 
may live over the old days again, free¬ 
ly and fully without tithe or diminu¬ 
tion. 

“Item? To our loved ones with 
snowy crowns I bequeath the happi¬ 
ness of old age, the love and gratitude 
of their children until they fall asleep.

SUNFLOWER SILAGE 

Sunflower silage has proved to be 
a valuable succulent fodder, and a 
fairly satisfactory and acceptable 
silage in districts where the season is 
too short or dry for successful com 
growing, according to a new bulletin 
issued by the .-Division of Chemistry 
and distributed by the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. The acreage sown to sun¬ 
flowers as a silage crop has steadily 
increased, especially in the West. This 
silage is being extensively used on 
many of the Experimental Farms, and 
several of the farms have been mak¬ 
ing feeding tests with it. The new 
bulletin contains analysis of a large 
number of sunflower and other silages 
obtained from different parts of the 
country. 

Up to last week, the province of Al¬ 
berta issued 47,000 auto licenses which 
is gbout as much issued all of last 
year 

Cutworms are doing a little damage 
to crops in some parts of the country. 
The worms are very large and farmers 
are warned to put up a fight against 
the onrush of the enemy by plowing 
a deep trench in the field where they 
have appeared and scattering poison 
therein will do the trick.

Conditions attending the growth of ] 
the new crop in the province continue ; 
to be generally satisfactory. Splen- - 
did rains have visited the majority of - 
districts since last report, the greater ] 
part of the precipitation coming on ] 
May 21, 22 and 23. These gains were 
followed by two days of oool weather, 
so that the soil benefitted to the full ' 
extent from the precipitation. The 
extreme south-east section of the 1 
pio\ ince and the Peace River country ! 
did not receive the rains to the same 
extent as the remainder of the prov- 1 
ince. Seeding of coarse grains is near- 1 
ing completion. Wheat is several ir.- ! 
ches above ground and for the most 
part showing a healthy, even growth, ! 
with a few exceptions where germina¬ 
tion has not been satisfactory. The * 
reports received by the Department ' 
state that the sub-soil moisture is ■* 
greater in most districts than for sev-1 ‘ 
eral years. Hay crops and pasture J 1 
are picking up rapidly. There is an | 1 
increase in area of fodder crops, par- ' 
ticularly in corn and alfalfa in the! ' 
south. Reports have been received of I 
damage by cutworms from some dis- 1 
tricts. A rather serious outbreak of ' 
grasshoppers is alsh-reported from the 
North country . The Department now < 
has material and supervisors in the 
field with the object of checking this I 
outbreak. Slight outbreaks are also j 
reported from the old grasshopper ’ 
areas, but it is anticipated that the i 
damage will be very small. The De- i 
partment is investigating 1 the whole I 
situation with / ji;spect to pests in the 1 
Province. 

FIGHT THE BARBERRY 

The prosperity of the Prairie prov¬ 
inces depends ultimately on the grow- 1 
ing of wheat. But farmers of the ' 
West have had a bad foe to fight in ] 
wheat rust, and this rust receives 
fresh reinforcements from the bar¬ 
berry. So, if you want to stop these 1 
reinforcements from coming forward 1 
year after year, raid their camping 
grounds, go for the barlierries, root 1 
them out, and exterminate them root 1 
and branch. It is costing the spring 
wheat States millions of dollars to ] 
get rid of their barberries. Why ? 1 
Comparatively few years ago, the bar¬ 
berry could be found there only in few • 
places, where its misguided admirers '• 
had introduced it as an ornamental 
shrub. But the farmers delayed (heir . 
attack on it too long. To-day in West- 1 
em Canada but few barberries have i 
yet been introduced. Farmers ! now ] 
is the time to get rid of the foe, un- 1 
less you wish to find yourself in the . 
same serious situation as your fellows i 
of the spring wheat States. It bo- 1 
hoves every resident of Western Can- i 
ada to make sure he is not harbouring < 
the common foe. Perhaps you do not : 
know the barberry. If so, send to the i 
Publications Branch, Department of i 
Agriculture, Ottawa, for a coloured i 
circular (Dominion Department of Ag- I 
riculture, Division of Botany, Circu- , 
lar No. 12), which shows the barberry i 
and the different stages of wheat rust ’ 
in natural colours, and will be sent to i 
you free. If, however, you are still : 
doubtful, send a sample for idcntifica- . 
tion of any suspicious intruder to the , 
Division of Botany, Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. Then, when you are 
sure of your foe, root him ofh and 1 
burn him. 

RUINING POULTRY INDUSTRY 

During . February of this year 90 
carloads of American eggs were im¬ 
ported into Eastern Canada. In March 
85 carloads were imported from the 
same source source. During this per¬ 
iod the export of eggs from Canada 
to the U. S. was negligible. The whole; 
matter is quickly understood when we 
realize that the customs duty on eggs 
imported into Canada is only 3 cents 
per dozen, as compared with 8 cents 
on foreign eggs entering the U. S. Is 
the present tariff policy of Canada 
good business? What can Ottawa be 
thinking of to watch the Ui. S. put 
that prohibitive Fordney tariff against 
Canadian wheat, Canadian beef, Cana¬
